NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 14th May 1970 

G.S.R. 799.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 oi the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 oi 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules further to amend, the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraphs (Eighth amendment) 
Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on 15th May, 1970. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, in rule 434, in Section III relating to 
“Scale of charges for departmental exchange connections,” in clause (i) relating 
to connections within the local area, in the Table relating to “(a) Measured rate 
system,” after serial number (2i) relating to “All other exchanges” and the entries 
relating thereto, the following note shall he inserted, namely:— 

“Note.—The quarter referred to in the Table above, shall be the one envi¬ 
saged in the billing cycle appropriate to a particular group of tele¬ 
phones," 
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
